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Postal Site May 
Be Set Friday 


Selection of a site for a new Andover Postal 
facility may be made Friday morning at a 
meeting of regional postal officials, selectmen 
and town manager. 

George Walker, regional director of the postal 
service said this week, that ‘‘we have concluded 
our thinking on the site selection,” and would 
meet with local officials Friday morning at the 
Water Treatment Plant meeting room to discuss 
the matter further. 

Walker would give no indication as to what 
site or sites the postal department had agreed 
upon, feeling that town officials should be the 
first to know. 

The regional director did say, however, that 
the Purity Supreme property on Park street is 
not now in consideration. 

Site of a new post office was announced in late 
fall when the postal service signed a purchase 
and sales agreement with Sidney P. White for 
property on Andover street diagonally across 
from the dairy bar owned by White. 

White has been invited to the meeting Friday 
morning. 

ollowing announcement of the intent of the 
post office department to close the Main street 
office and locate all processing facilities at the 
Andover street site, local boards offered alter- 
natives in an effort to keep the facility in the 
main downtown area. 

Among the sites offered were expansion of the 


present post office property, the former Grants 
store in Shawsheen Plaza, Purity Supreme, and 
another location on Park street. 

Last week, Purity. Supreme informed the 
'TOWNSMAN, that it was not interested in being 
iu part of the post office consideration, noting 
that it not only intended to continue as a part of 
Andover’s retail business community but plann- 
ed to expand its local operation. 

Postal authorities have been evaluating the 
alternatives given by the town as to how the 
areas meet their needs as to a building to order- 
ly and economically carry out their distribution 
and processing work. 

The original plan to obtain the White land, con- 
tained provisions for maintaining window ser- 
vice in the Main street area for sale of stamps 
parcel post, ete. 

Lsoxes would be contained in the new Andover 
street location. 

Among the objections to the location to the An- 
dover street site have been increased traffic, as 
well as being built in a residential area. 

Should the postal service decide to settle on 
the Andover street lo¢ation, rezoning would not 
be necessary, since it is a federal government 
facility. 

‘Town Manager J. Maynard Austin said 
Wednesday that he had not been given any ad- 
vance indication of what the postal authorities 
had decided.

Udall Choice 
Of Democrats 


In Andover 


Andover Democrats endorsed Morris Udall as 
their Presidential choice in Tuesday’s Presidential 
Primary, going against the state trend which sup- 
ported the candidacy of Sen. Henry Jackson. 

Udall captured 923 Andover votes as compared to 
Jackson’s 503 in the election which, in view of the 
weather, saw a fairly good turnout of 4,706 of An- 
dover’s 13,866 registered voters. 

On the Republican ballot, President Ford was an 
easy victor in Andover, with 970 votes as compared 
to 590 for Ronald Reagan, who ignored 
Massachusetts in his bid for the GOP nomination. 

Udall, who led the field of liberals seeking the 
Democratic nomination, had the support of 
Congressman Paul Tsongas, who represents An- 
dover and gained strength in such Andover areas as 
Precincts four and six. 

In Precinct six, ‘‘The Hill’ area, Udall was ac- 
corded 258 votes, while Jackson received only 114. 

Precinct four, about on a par with total voters 
with Precinct six, and composed of many of the 
town’s newer residents, Udall polled 213 votes to 
Jackson’s 156. 

Jimmy Carter, who captured the New Hampshire 
endorsement a week ago, placed third in the An- 
dover voting with 362, followed by George C. 
Wallace with 278 and Fred R. Harris with 247. 
Others in order of finish in the Presidential race 
were R. Sargent Shriver, 187; Milton J. Schapp, 165; 
Birch Bayh, 145; Ellen McCormack, 96; Robert L. 
Kelleher, four and 45 no preference votes. 

For membership on the Republican state com- 
mittee, former Congressman Paul W. Cronin of An- 
dover was given 56 write-in votes and Fannie Ben- 
nick of Lawrence received 40 write-ins for state 
committeewoman for the GOP. 

There were 3,017 Democrat ballots cast and 1,689 
Republican votes in the primary, in what Town 
Clerk Elden R. Salter termed an exceptional tur- 
nout. 

Considering the weather and the usual attention 
given the Presidential primary, Salter felt the tur- 
nout was particularly exceptional in view of many 
older residents of the community braving the 
clements to vote. 

Tabulation through the computer punch card 
system used in Andover ran smoothly, with the

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WASHINGTON -- The day 
after the great leak of the House 
Intelligence Committee report to 
the Village Voice, the Commit- 
tee’s offices were invaded by 
faceless men from the Central 
Intelligence Agency, the Defense 
Intelligence Agency and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

They came to reclaim the 
secret documents, which their 
agencies had loaned to the Com- 
mittee. But the Committee had 
some secrets of its own, which 
the members didn’t want to fall 
into CIA or FBI hands. So staff 
members carefully inspected 
the files before returning the 
secret documents. 

By one count, the staff 
removed and shredded enough 
documents to fill ten sacks. Not 
until then were the secret docu- 
ments given back. 

Meanwhile, the Justice 
Department has quietly started 
its own investigation of Daniel 
Schorr, the CBS correspondent 
who was responsible for the 
leak. 

Attorney General Edward 
Levi has also assigned two FBI 
agents to help the House Ethics 
Committee with its investigation 
of the Village Voice leak. The 
preliminary findings indicate 
that it will be a hectic investiga- 
tion. Copies of the secret docu- 
ments were leaking all over 
town. 

The Government Printing Of- 
fice printed 2,293 copies. The 
Central Intelligence Agency 
made additional copies and 
passed them around.

cess to a copy, for example. And 
his son-in-law, Thomas Morgan, 
happens to be editor of the 
Village Voice. 

Of course, no one has sug- 
gested that Rockefeller leaked 
the report to his son-in-law. But 
this illustrates how tangled the 
investigation is likely to get. 

BLUNDER IN AFRICA -- 
Sixteen months ago, we reported 
that Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger had established a 
secret relationship with South 
Africa. This policy led eventually 
to undercover cooperation with 
South Africa in Angola. 

The truth has now leaked out, 
causing double embarrassment 
for the United States. We not only 
wound up on the losing side but 
were caught in a secret alliance 
with the hated South Africans. 

Quite understandably, the 
blacks not only in Africa, but in 
America, have been antagonized 
by Kissinger’s policy. They have 
reacted by embracing the vic- 
torious MPLA, the faction which 
the Soviets ank Cubans sup- 
ported in Angola. 

Several U.S. organizations, 
most of them black, were invited 
to send representatives to Cuba 
recently to get better acquainted 
with the MPLA. Some of the 
most prominent blacks in 
America, including Congress- 
men and newsmen, received in- 
vitations. 

Perhaps it’s a good idea for the 
United States belatedly to estab- 
lish good relations with the 
MPLA. But those who went to 
Cuba are entitled to know who is 
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‘Intelligence sources told us 
that the key organizer is Julian 
Torres Rizo, who is accredited 
as the first secretary of the 
Cuban mission at the United Na- 
tions. 

But our sources have iden- 
tified him as a secret Cuban in- 
telligence agent. He has been 
under observation by U.S. in- 
telligence both in this country 
and inside Cuba. 

Rizo’s secret mission at the 
United Nations is to develop con- 
tacts with radicals in this coun- 
try. He is not a diplomat as he 
pretends to be, but is an in- 
telligence agent. And Cuban in- 
telligence works closely with 
Soviet intelligence. 

THE PARTY’S OVER - 
Last fall we reported that the 
Northrop Corporation had ar- 
ranged goose hunts on the Mary- 
land shores and ski trips in the 
Colorado mountains for Pen- 
tagon officials. 

A few days ago, the Pentagon 
brass were back on the ski 
slopes. But our stories have 
spoiled some of their fun. First, 
Northrop passed the word to its 
executives to stay home this 
year. There are no corporate 
bigwigs, therefore, to pick up the 
bar tabs. 

The military brass also liked 
to gather at the Aspen Alps Club 
after dark. They always 
reserved an elegant apartment 
known as “the passion pit.” It 
contained a huge, sunken slate 
bathtub large enough for 
several people to take a hot bath 
at the same time. Now the pas- 
sion pit has been closed down.

PRINCELY PICKLE -- 
The American Embassy in the 
Netherlands is just as embar- 
rassed as Prince Bernhard over 
the news that he pocketed over 
$1 million in bribes from the 
Lockheed Corporation. The em- 
bassy had invited the Prince to 
represent the Royal Family at 
its Bicentennial festivities on 
July 4 Now the embassy doesn’t 
know how to back out. A State 
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Department official admitted to 
us that so far, at least, the Prince 
“has not been disinvited.” 

BIG OIL AND BIG JOHN -- 
The Big Oil companies are not 
happy with the crop-of presiden- 
tial hopefuls. Virtually every 
Democratic candidate is talking 
about breaking up the oil firms. 

Republicans Gerald Ford and 
Ronald Reagan are more 
friendly toward the oil men. But 
the tycoons who run the energy 
trust would prefer one of their 
own in the White House. The 
man they really want is former

Evidence has been presented 
to the grand jury that Avis 
customers were cheated in 
Florida. Sources close to the in- 
vestigation tell us similar 
charges have also been made 
against the company in other 
States. 

An Avis spokesman 
acknowledged that some 
employees have been caught 
cheating customers but that they 
acted on their own. What they 
did, he said, was contrary to 
company policy. Meanwhile, the 
company has been quietly mail- 
ing refunds to customers who 
were bilked.

pensive proposition, in light of 
use of local labor, rather than 
the simple planting of a tree ob- 
tained from a nursery. 

“Having their enthusiasm

Elms at one time formed an 
almost perfect arched entrance 
to the town before the infesta- 
tion of the Dutch Elm beetle 
which has claimed hundreds of 
trees in the community over the 
past decade.

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Some Spring/Winter 
Thoughts 


Just as we prepare to dust off the rakes and yard- 
cleaning equipment, the philosonhical view of New 
England weather (if you don’t like it, wait a minute) 
takes our spring-like setting into winter. 

Not too many days ago, residents and town officials 
alike were thinking spring with February out of the 
way, when suddenly the snow budget is shot, the snow 
blowers are out again and the threat of back strain is 
again on the horizon. 

But, under such circumstances, some pleasant 
thoughts come our way, money saving, quite possibly, 
from of all places the school committee which has 
scrapped its idea of portable classrooms. 

Last week the committee voted to withdraw its 
proposal to provide portable classrooms as a relief to 
classroom overcrowding. The matter was scheduled for 
town meeting consideration. 

Known more familiarly in other communities as por- 
tables, Andover chooses to refer to them as relocatable 


classrooms. By either name, the definition seems to be 
a misnomer. 

Once in place, the ‘‘temporary’’ educational shelters 
somehow take on permanence once purchased. 

Our view of the proposal from the beginning has been 
one of doubt as to their worth, in terms of money in- 
volved for a short term problem. 

The student population would appear to be leveling off 
for a time, thus the town may well make do with alter- 
nate grade structuring, or using some additional spaces 
available, rather than going to the proposed expense of 
$450,000 for the relocatable classrooms. 

The school board will be looking at some alternatives 
in the ensuing weeks to come with a solution to what 
would appear to be a temporary population problem at 


the secondary level. 


' We feel, however, that the decision to drop plans for 
the purchase of relocatables is a wise one from an 
economic standpoint.
